1. On 4 Aug 50 at 10 am my ahlp, while on a heading of 2l»5° true, with a aaooth aea and 
clear weather, visibility 14 miles, barometer reading 30.03, was underway from Valton, 
Bora Scotia, to an last Coast US port, I waa in the chart rooa Just art the bridge 
when Third Mate, who wna at mid-bridge checking the compass, ahouted that there was a 
flying object off the starboard bow. I Immediately ascended the .onnlng tower and by 
this time the object was on our starboard bean. It was traveling on a reciprocal 
course to ours about 50 or 100 feet above the water at aa estimated speed of over ' 
25 mph. Tram the conning tower Z observed It with my binoculars for a period ot " 
approximately a minute and a half when It disappeared Into the horizon in a north* 
easterly direction, I would estimate that the closest it approached my ship was one 
thousand feet and It was an ovular, cylindrical sbaped object the like of which X have 
never seen before. The object was quite small and I would Judge that Ita diameter 
waa approximately 10 feet. It had depth but to what extent I was unable to observe. 
The object made no nols^ and as it passed abeam cur shi& It appeared to pick up 
considerable speed. It waa not flying smoothly but Unprceacd me as having a churning 
or a rotary motion. It had a shiny aluminum color and sparkled in the sunlight. 
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2. I waa on the main deck, port aide, Juat forward of the brldg- when the Third Hate 
ahouted there waa an object on our starboard bow. I looked off to the starboard and 
saw an object of elliptic shape looking like half an egg cut lengthwise traveling at 
a great rate of speed on a course reciprocal to our own. I imedlately ran to the 
stern, port side, and with my glasses waa able to observe the object disappearing Into 
the horizon, rroa the time I was first alerted to Its presence until It disappeared 
from sight, 15 seconds elapsed. I believe that It was traveling at a tremendous rate 
of speed, possibly faster than 500 nph. During the tine I sow Halt was approximately 
70 feet ofr the water and I Judge it was approximately 10 n'.les avny. I clearly iav 
ita ahadov on the voter. 1 last observed It off the starboarl quarter and it seemed 
to be increasing Its speed and ascending. It hnl an elliptic shop- a.-.J I could clear- 
ly see that It had three dlncnaiona. It wobbled In the air, rede no r.olsc, and was 
a metallic vhit* In color. The length was npproxirately six tiers the breadth end Its 
belly had a depth of possibly 5'. 
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. At 10:00 am on 4 Aug 50 os I vs* checking the compass at aid-bridge thxou^i a bridge 
port hol«* 1 observed a flying object off the starboard bov. I iooedlately shouted 
to the Ciprati* vho vs* In the chart root* and the Chief )btq vho vs* belov on the 
port deck, of ay observation and vent out on the flying bridge ayself . The object 
vaa approximately 70* above the horizon at a distance of 12 mile*. It caw tovard 
u* then ran on a course reciprocal to ouro and turned off Into the horizon In the 
northeast. I clearly sav lta shadov on the vator. My impression of the object va# 
that It va* elliptical, ' not unlike a Japanese diamond box kite In shape. I 
have no Idea of Its size but the length vas about six tines the breadth and It had 
a depth of from tvo to five feet. It made no noise and vos traveling at a tremendous 
rate Of speed. As It traveled through the all* It made a spinning or vobbly action. 
After It disappeared in the horizon, I sav It reappear several seconds later, as- 
cending at an even faster speed then vhen I first observed It. I have no idea vhat 
, this object vas, I never sav anything comparable tc It before, and It vas one of the 
' rest frightening experiences I have ever hod. 2 roughly estimate that the object 
traveled 20 miles during the 15 seconds I had It under observation. 


/Collector's Soto: The- Chief and Third Kates were interviewed on 8 August by tvo 
Intel! lgemevr Of f 1 core . The Captain, vho vaa absent at that tine, vas intervieved 
on 9 August by only on* of the tvo Intelligenc* Officers. In describing the 
ooeurrenoe, the Chief and Third Hates reenacted their behaviour at the time of 
sighting’, and the period from tb# time the Chief Hate sav the object abean until he 
reaohed the after deck and saw it disappear off the starboard quarter vas timed at 
15 seconds. In laying the angles of observation out on a chart and assuming the 
objeet vas ten miles distant and taking the - tine Into account, it Is evident it vas 
oertalsly traveling at a very high rats of speed, vhloh approximated 400 to 500 miles 
per hour. It vOl be noted that there is a tremendous discrepancy between the 

Captain* s estimate’ of the speed and the estimate of the tvo officers which could not 

be explained as they were very careful in making their statements and asserted that 
their observations had been correct. All three men were quite evidently very much 
; upset by the sighting. Aside from the discrepancies, It vas quite evident to the 
i Intelligence Officers vho interviewed these men that they had certainly seen some 
j very unusual object which they could net ldentlftrbut was Just as certainly not any 
conventional type of aircraft. 
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
